••' The National Association of Al(orne3'S General is a rather 
formidable sounding naine, but there is such an organization 
arid it has just been holding a convention in Chicago. Among 
the subjects considered was crime among children and the 
treatment of children guilty of wrong doing. 
The attorney 


general of a western state stoutly championed the "Spare the 
rod and spoil the child" doctrine and urged drastic treatment 
ofyyouthful criminals. "Let school authorities arm their 
truant, officers with good pa'ddles or switches to be applied as 
freely, as necessary,", he said. It is better for the child and so- 
ciety tha't supervision he-given to the school authorities rather 
than to a quasi-criminal court." 


There;imy be some Irtith in this. There is reason to believe 


that the switch and paddle are beneficial in their place when 
properly iised/;bnt 'for the most part society has abandoned 
these 'instruments of correction and parents are attempting 
too largely.to shift responsibility for the government of their 
children :to other shoulders; They are depending loo largely 
on the schools, Ihe truant officers, the police, and finally the 
courts," lo make ;iheir children; what they ought lo be. 


.This is a very grave mistake, as. the results attest. 
There 


are too many wild''and insolent children in. the streets, (here 
are too manj; boys;before Ihe juvenile courts and in reform 
schools. 
IMS quite possible that many of these would have 


been saved from'Iheir'troubles by a judicious application of 
the switch or the paddle at the hands of their parents, but there 
is something even better than, the switch and paddle and the 
courts for guiding children along the proper Unes of conduct. 


This is wise counsel;-supplemented wi'th the comp*nionsliip 


of parents. Too many parents in .this busy .ind hurrying age 
are nol as intimate with'their children as Uley ought to be. 
Too many forget-thai they owe their offspring something be- 
sides food and lodging. There are few criminals or wrong- 
doers among boys who can slap their fathers on the back and 
have their questions answered truthfully and good-naturedly, 
while few girls who enjoy the confidence and companionship 
of their mothers from earliest infancy ever depart from the 
path of rectitude.
